six-shooter '’ Ouftht on© to hit s man I 
anros* a* r.tutn, a ■mall room, a very 
little room, with It? Yes. of course; but 
In all likelihood one would not. The 
Question of what a gun will do under 
sties* of danger is something not to be 
answered by any one. Of course. It will 
do moat |n the hands of a cool and 
skillful man. 1 have seen Jim Nabour*. 
foreman oL, the rarrlxoso ranch In 
New Mexico, bring in an antelope 
which he had killed with his six-* 
shooter at a distance of over one hun¬ 
dred yard*, although Tv* told me he j 
dismounted and took sight across his 
saddle. I recently was with Pat Gar¬ 
rett. the Well-known New Mexican ! 
sheriff, for several weeks on the plains j 
and in the mountains, h« 4 OtnsU i*J 
the best ever known In the Southwest. 
In our little Impromptu matches, he 
never sighted with the gun. but fired 
with his hand In any position, rarely 
•higher than hip or waist. He said that 
he waa. m-vd formerly to kill rabbits 
In this way. simply jthrown down with¬ 
out sighting, us he rode along, perhaps 
at ten or fifteen yards distance, or at 
times more, I never saw him sight a 
gun carefully, and he rarely brought U 
up to the level of the eye.

He told us If ws saw 
any and, were short of food to shoot 
one, but we Informed him that would 
be the last resor t. Ilk Inf ormed \u also 
that the Indians had brought hire a 
caribou head that they had shot on the 
Island south of Virago Sound. 1 men¬ 
tion these farts as they are of some In¬ 
terest at present. ! believe there are 
some of the descendants of Mr. Mir 
Kentle's deer somewhere on the isl¬

SICILY’S HISTORY 
A CHEQUERED ONE 


(Toronto Mail and Empire.) 


Itelfjr, the scene of one of the great¬ 
est disasters of modem times. Is far 
fallen from its once great position, and 
it needs an earthquake to bring It Into 
prominence. There Is no Italian pro¬ 
vince that does-not take higher rank 
than Sicily, which produces M per cent, 
of the organ-grinders of tho world, nnd 
a great percentage of the loafers or the 
Modlterrnilean. In the middle ages, and 
down tq comparative recent times, 
Sicilian pirates were the terror of 
merchantmen, and, until Its political 
incorporation with Italy, Sicily was a 
sort of scapegrace, whose traditions 
alone were distinguished. 

Founding of Syracuse. 

Separated from the mainland by a 
very harrow stretch of water, 8lclly's 
first Inhabitants are supposed to have 
uooie tro ru Italy. The Phoenicians 
early founded colonies on the Island, 
one of them being Palermo. In the 
eighth century. B. C.. the Greeks land¬ 
ed on the coasts, and swept the Phoe¬ 
nicians In in the interior, which, being 
extremely mountainous, afforded them 
secure fastneses. while their conquerors 
remained In possession along the 
shores. The Greek Invaders founded 
new colonies, one of them being the 
< lty ot Messina, formerly called Zancle. 
They also established Byracuse, one of 
the most famous of the world's ancient 
cities. Indeed. Syracuse grew to dom¬ 
inate all the island, for in the battles 
that began between the Carthaginians 
and the Greeks In the fifth century, 
B. C;. the issuk was so much In doubt 
that Syracuse held the balance of 
power.

been done is only a beginning in that 
direction. 

"But after the setting aside of these 
reservations come* the Important ques¬ 
tion'of their administration. What can 
be done to make them of the greatest 
public bteneflt. What an be* done to 
make them yield tin* highest possible 
revenue without Interfering with their 
uses in the economy of nature, to which 
I have already referred. It la to a con¬ 
sideration of these questions that I 
would invite attention. 

Can Cut the Timber. — 

"In the first place it should be boms 
In mind that there Is no reaoon why 
tlte mature timber at present on these ! 
reserved lands, as e'en as what may 
mature In future years, may not be cut 
I and carried away without injure to the 
reserve as a natural water reservoir, 
j There will be an abundant growth le-

! ground to increase the danger of forest 
I fires. This precaution being taken, most 
f of the reserves will produce more or 
revenue' for all time, from the 
, timber crnp» which they will yield. 

"Secondly-In many rases the land 
| «HI be well-adapted for erasing par- 
( poses and can br made to produce a 
revenue from leases for that purpose. 

"Thirdly— It can gang l y be doubted 
that minerals of various kinds will a'ro 
yet be found on these areas. 

Value as Game Preserves. 

"Rut I desire snore particularly to 
cull attention lo another use to which 
they may be applied, and In a .nannrr 
which 1 am not aware has yet rrdvtd 
much consideration, and that t* as 
game preserves. I need not refer to the^ 
CQ» t that our northern regions tarnish 
| a "home for some of TH# finest animals 
, of rhftfic to be found In the groMd. 

Among others, the lordly moose and 
! the graceful carrlbnti roam Iff vast

ovary part of our possessions. 

"These and other native antmala It 
properly protected on the reserves will 
be more prolific'Gian at present, and 
t when acres* is Sfforded. they will be- 
comm the resort of sportsmen from all 
' parts, and from this quarter should 
also be derived a considerable.revenue.
